Please amend claims 1, 3-5, 7 and 8 as set forth below in clean form. 
Additionally, in accordance with 37 CFR 1.121(c)(1)(H), the amended claim(s) are set 
forth in a mar ked-up version in the paqe(s) attached to this Amendment. 

(Amended) A tire forming system including a band forming machine, a 
apind forming machine and a belt/tread forming machine, in each of which setting 
conditions of a tire size can be optionally changed, and having transport means for 
delivering\a semi-fabricated product to each forming machine, wherein as means for 
supplying \ band member there are provided: 

(1) inner liner supply means for cutting a inner liner sheet material 
having a width, in which a splice margin is added to a band periphery length, to a length 
corresponding to a specification width of a formed tire, and supplying the cut inner liner 
to the band fomriing machine;
